This can be rem 
edied by careful cleaning. Run rags 
soaked in nitro solvent oil through 
the gun until they come out clean;

cess in the field of architectural 
drawing, drafting, and tracing, 
for women. Up to a couple of years 
no chance for 
women in this field, but the war has 
Opened a gateway to it, and now 
there is no longer merely a chance, 
but an eager demand. 

The government is employing many 
women in this work, and every large 
company doing construction work, as 
well as the architects throughout the 
country, are having difficulty in get- 
ting mer for this work and are offer- 


- {ng inducements to women for service 


which was formerly denied them. 
The other day I was talking to an 
architect who employs a number of 


_ draftsmen and tracers. He told me 


that up to this year he hdd never had 
@ woman in his office and that every 
time he mentioned hiring one his em- 
ployés managed to discourage him 
from doing it. Less than a year ago, 
however, he was forced to hire a 
woman, after spending two weeks in 
a fruitless search for a man. Now 
he has four women working directly 
under his supervision, and he says, 
greatly to his surprise, they are turn- 
ing out to be both clever and indus- 
trious. 

This architect was rather discourag- 


ing about t).. salaries paid for this serv- 


ice, as he said that to earn «a fairly 
good wage one must have served a long 
apprenticeship.

We are often asked if those who have gone to 
war will be content to resume their old habits of 
life—if the excitement of war and the intensity of 
emotion under arms will not have robbed peacefu 
pursuits of their charm. 
- Here are some sentences from the letter of a 
Chicago boy in the Italian advance that may have 
some bearing on the subject: ‘ 
' “ We were talking of the things we were going to 
enjoy when we landed in the good old States again, 
and the first thing that nine out of ten of us 
thought of us was ‘a real feed.’ . . . It’s khaki 
and mess kits and’board tables and men, always 
men, that we're tired of. You can laugh about 
‘living on iove,’ but it goes a long ways. .. . 
The things that are going to mean the most to us 
when wegetback .. . arethe things we were 
accustomed to before we left. . -. . Men are 
going back and be content where they were dis- 
contented before. 

t There is not going to be a grand rush for the 
country and the ‘outdoor life’ . . . men are 
fed up on out of doors. The thing that looks best 
to most of the fellows over here is the same little 
corner they left." They appreciate its good points 
and have forgotten its faults.” | 

The young man has spoken with much discern- 
ment. He tells plainly that men in war are living 
so much more swiftly than we are that they will 
be content to “settle down” and permit the hum- 
drum world to catch up with them if it can.

T the age of 20 Pershing graduated with the 
degree of B. A. from the Kirkeville Normal 
school. In 1882 he entered West Point, and 
upon his graduation, with high honor in 1886, 


cavalry and detailed for duty in the Apache Indian 
country. Two years later he was commanding the 
Sioux Scouts under Gen. Miles tn the Dakotas. He 
became fnstructor of military science in the University 
of Nebraska in 1889, and there manifested his first 
severe insistence upon extreme discipline. 

Oné day at the cadet encampment a line of cadets 
under Pershing’s command were lying on their stom- 
achs firing by volleys on a screened target. In those 
days the drill regulations specified the firing com- 
mands as “ Load,” “ Ready,” “ Aim,” and “ Fire.” 
Pershing having given the first three commands, 
waited and then touched one cadet on the foot and 
in a quiet tone ordered him to fire his plece. The cadet 
did so, and immediately all of the other cadets in the 
line blazed away. Every man in the command who 
had discharged his piece without order received a se- 
vere reprimand for this breach of discipline. The In- 
structor had tricked them, but the trick had ef- 
fectively tnculcated in them a great principle. 

After eight years as an instructor in West Point 
Pershing went to Cuba in 1898 and’ served under 
Gen. Shafter. But {it was in the following year that 
the career of the American commander began to de- 
velop. ‘This occurred in the Philippines, where as 
adjutant general on the staff of Gen. Bates he or- 
ganized and successfully conducted the first Ameri- 
can expedition into the Zulu archipelago.

In this elevation Pershing 
jumped over the heads of 862 senior officers who pre- 
ceded him on the seniority list. Considerable dissat- 
isfaction resulted from the promotion, but this {ll 
feeling gradually disappeared in view of the officer’s 
continued success. 

In 1913 Pershing upon his return to the United 
States took command of the Eighth cavalry brigade, 
with headquarters at the Presidio in San Francisco. 
The genéral was stationed at Fort Bliss, Tex., in 
August, 1915, when the tragedy of his life occurred. 
His home in San Francisco was destroyed by fire and 
his wife and three daughters, aged 3, 6, and 8 years, 
perished in the flames, His only son, Warren Pere 
shing, was saved. 4 

In March, 1916,’ Pershing was ordered to lead the 
American punitive expedition into Mexico to run down 
the bandits responsible for the raid on Columbus, 
N. M. While one column started south from Colum- 
bus, Pershing in personal command of a flying column 
crossed the United States-Mexican border some 
eighty miles to the west at a place called Culbertson’s 
ranch. With the Seventh and Tenth cavalry and 
one battery of fleld artillery he made a merorable 
ride of 120 miles in two days and led’his men into 
the Mormon settlement at Colonia Dublan just on the 
heels of the retreating bandits. Under Pershing’s 
direction the expedition pushed as far south as the 
Chihuahua-Durango line and at the period when suc- 
cess was about to crown efforts, the expeditionary 
commander received orders from Washington to with- 
draw. Villa, the bandit leader, was never captured, 
but his forces were entirely dispersed in northern 
Mexico.

HE British government has recently 
conducted/an investigation of milk 
powders. 
sons for the inquiry. One was the 

rapid increase of importations of milk 


was nearly twice that of 1914, and from 
what I can learn the 1917 importations 
more than doubled those of 1915., About 
one-half of the total.importation in 1915 
was from the United States. The 
amount imported from the United States 
jumped from $15 worth in 1914 to $325,- 
000 worth tn 1915, The jump in the im- 
portation of condensed milk, both sweet- 
, ened ‘and unsweetened, has been in pro- 
portions equally as great. 


. Both the trade and the physicians free- 


of milk powders had come to satay. 
Upon investigation {t was found that 
a few baby specialists had been using 
dried milk as a baby food since 1907. 
These authorities, speaking from their 
very large experience, were advocating 
dried milk as a baby food. The use of it 
as a baby food was extending very rap- 
idly. If it was not a fit food for babies 
conditions were ripe for the doing of a 
lot of harm. If it was a fit food, it 
was desirable to have the fact known, 
since the cow supply of Great Britain 
and the dairy countries, both warring 
and neutral, has greatly decreased since 
1914. If milk was to be imported, dried 
milk is less bulky than any other kind, 


and requires less shipping tonnage. 

Aside from other considerations, we 
{in this country are interested because we 
can compete better in this product and 
condensed milks with Holland, Den- 
mark, and Germany than we can with 
bulkier milks. While we were increas- 
ing our shipments of milk powder and 
condensed milk at such rapid rates, 
neither Holland nor Denmark was hold- 
ing its own, 

Milk powder as an ingredient of bab 
foods has been in very general use for 
a long time. The use of dried milk as 
@ separate food began in some of the 
infant welfare stations in Europe a lit- 
tle more than ten years ago. Therefore, 
the opinions of some of the authorities 
connected with these clinies are based 
upon enough experience to make them 
valuable. These authorities all agree 
with Dr. Coutts, who wrote the British 
report, that “It is impossible to over- 
emphasize the !tmportance of securing 
whenever possible breast feeding of in- 
fants.” Most of them agree with him 
that where it is possible to get milk of 
good quality from a cow free from 
tuberculosis, as proven by the tuberculin 
test and otherwise, healthy—milk that.is 
clean, has a bacterial count of less than 
2,000, is cold and is consumed .on the 
premises where it is produced within 
twelve hours @f the time of production— 
this constitutes the best substitute for 
mother’s milk. But as between market 
milk, as it reaches the babies in the 
cities, and dried milk, most of the au- 
thorities of the group that have had ex- 
perience with dried milk prefer the lat- 
ter. 

In Belgium Baron Pters set up a milk 
powder factory on his estate at Vost- 
camp and financed djapensaries when it 
Was used at Bruges. It has been used 
at Ghent fc- more than ten years. At 
Bruges, Miele has found milk powder 
especially valuable in two groups of 
cases—(1) Those suffering with simple 
stomach derangement, and (2) children 
that are profoundly emaciated, as in 

trophy and some cases of rickets. 

The following is a sample of the 
method used by Miele: Baby weighing 
10 to 12 pounds, 105 to 180 grains of 
powder, 45 grains of sugar, 5 to 6% 
soup spoonfuls of boiled water. This 
fs one feeding. Feed seven times in 
twenty-four hours.

Various French writers report favor- 
ably on the use of milk powder for baby 
feeding. Aviragnat, Bloch-Michel, and 
Dorlencourt say: “ Speaking generally, 
dried milk is tolerated better than other 
preparations of milk. The groups which 
are especially benefited by it are (1) 
babies with slight digestive troubles, (2) 
grave bowel troubles with atrophy, (3) 
cases of persistent vomiting. These cases 
seem to tolerate a thick milk or even 
a paste made from milk powder when 
wr persistently vomit ordinary milk.” 

e official government report gives 
a list of seventy-five British communities 
in which dried milk is being widely used, 
in most instances under the direction 
of the health department. Dr. Millard, 
health officer of Leicester, reported that 
he began the use of milk powders in 
baby feeding in 1907 with considerable 
misgivings. He says that it is more 
digestible than ordinary cow’s milk. He 
found that many bables that vomited or- 
dinary cow's milk retained milk powder. 
Dr. Millard found that few babies failed 
to thrive on some brand of milk pow- 
der. He thinks babies fed on milk pow- 
der less Uable to suffer from summer 
diarrhoeas,

DRIED MILK. 


welfare centers of Leeds since 1911. 
There has-been no evidence of rickets 
or scurvy. Dried milk has been used In 
the health department at Rothrham 
since 1908. “In a recént communica- 
tion Dr. Robinson (héalth officer) in- 
forms me that they now distribute 30,000 
pounds yearly of dried milk at no cost 
to the rate payers. He considers its 
excellence as a food proved beyond all 
doubt. Dr. Halliwell, health officer at 
Dewsbury, thinks that the great advan- 
tages of dried milk are its freedom from 
pollution and the ease of preparation. 
Considerable space might be used in 
quoting the opinions of health officers 
and baby specialists of Great Britain. 
[t will be noted that the general! tendency 
is toward the opinion that where a baby 
was normal, was thriving and doing 
well generally, dried milk was even bet- 
ter than the average run of market 
milks, that it was much more easily pre- 


pared, less apt to spoil, and more fool-| 


proof, but that in addition there were 
certain babigs who tolerate dried milk 
when they vomit and are not nourished 
by liquid milk. 2 

The report summarizes by saying the 
physical and chemical changes produced 
by the processes used in the preparation 
of dried milk so alter its character that 
it Is better borne by the infaat’s stom- 
ach than ordinary cow’s milk, whether 
raw, boiled, or sterilized, The dried milk 
is easily and completely assimilated. It 
is palatable. 


But clinical use of a food or a medi- 
cine is so lable to furnish results that 
are misleading that the British govern- 
ment supplemented them by some labora- 
tory tests. Mr. George Winfleld con- 
Gucted these experiments. The experi- 
ments were made in the infant welfare 
clinics of Leeds and Sheffield and also 
on laboratory animals. The conclusions 
were: 

Cow’s milk during the process of dry- 
ing loses none of the qualities which are 
necessary for the support of normal 
growth in infants. Children fed on milk 
powders teeth and walk at the same 
average age as children otherwise fed. 
Children fed on milk powder show no 
increased liability to scurvy and rickets. 
Forty rats were fed on dried milk for 
varied periods, but In some cases for 
sixteen months. The conclusion was 
that dried milk as the sole food main- 
tains animals in good health and per- 
mits of normal growth for pefiods longer

NATURALIZATION OF IRISHMEN. 


the People.J—I am an Irishman, landed 
in the United States May 1, 1913. I got 
out my first papers the following spring. 
I was drafted in the army September, 
1917. After four months’ service I got 
an honorable discharge for physical dis- 
abilities. Do I have to go through the 
same form as any other foreigner to 
get my full citizenship papers? 
ANXIOUS, 
You may be entitled to naturalization un- 
der subdivision 7 of section <4 of the general 
naturalization law as amended by the act of 
May 9, 1918,: provided you were discharged 
for disability incurred in line of duty, other- 


than those of infancy and early child- 
hood in the human subject. This series 
of experiments upsets any theoretical 
objection to the use of milk powder. 

Prof. Delepine investigated the bac- 
tariology of dried milk so far as tu- 
bercle bacilli were concerned. He could 
not find tubercle bacilli in milk powders 
nor could he induce tuberculosis in ani- , 
mals by: feeding them milk powder or: 
injecting it. When he mixed a large 
quantity of tubercle bacilli with milk. 
and then made a powder of the milk 
he succeeded in producing tuberculosis 
by injecting the powder under the sxin. 
He failed to cause the disease when he 
fed the powder in large quantities to 
guinea pigs and. over a considerable 
time. The conclusion was that the dry- 
ing process was sufficient to kill the 
tubercle bacilli in ordinary milk but 
that it would not kill all of them when 
the milk was heavily infected. The num- 
ber left alive, while not considerable 
enough to infect a guinea pig by feed- 
ing, were viruient enough to cause in- 
fection when injected. 

Prof. Delepine could not find colon ba- 
cilli, typhoid bacilll, or ordinary bacill! 
in milk powders. When milk is dried 
the bacterial content. is lowered to 100, 
or less for each fifteen drops, but the 
powder was lIiabie to become contam- 
inated by improper handling. Milk

Adjustment of valve tappets is best made 


with the engine warm. When the engine gets 
hot the valve stems lengthen elightly from 
expansion and if proper clearance has not 


been made the valves will either be held open 


altogether or Open too late, if thé clearafice 


is too great. Ordinarily the clearance should 
be equal to the thickness of a calling card 
when the engine is warm, so set the valves 


with slightly more cleafance than this, if 
the engine is cold. The best plan is to give 
the exhaust valves a somewhat greater clear- 
ance than the intakes, since the latter do not 
get 


hot. An accurate way to get all 


valves set. alike-is to make two gauges of 
metal so that one is 1-64 inch thick-and the 
other 1-32 inch. Set the valves as. near as 
you can with the engine cold: then let it run 
until hot, after which slip the 1-64 inch 
gauge under the intakes and adjust those 
that need it. Do the same with the exhaust 
valves, using the 1-32 inch gauge. Oi] pump 
ing may be due to loose rings or worn cyl- 
inders. If your pistons’ pump oil only at low 
speed or when idling, it is due to the suction

It was a whimsical enough path to statehood. Now a 
county of Virginia, now a part of the Northwest terri- 
tory, now a part of Indiana territory, and after that a 
territory in its own right, Illinois put on the dignity of 
a sovereign commonwealth only in 1818, forty years after

Belonging to Virginia meant indorsing the declaration 
of principles drawn up for “ the good people” thereof by 
their representatives in June, 1776, and some large and 
glittering principles it included—such, for example, as 
“ All men are by nature equally free,” and “ The freedom 
of the press is one of the great bulwarks of liberty,” and 
“The blessings of liberty can be preserved only by a 
firm adherence to justice, moderation, temperance, and 
virtue.” 

Could you have watched the Illinois of those days 
and of many a long day to follow, it would have 
been clear that, politically, Ulinois had gone in for 
rather more than any raw, half tamed frontier commu- 
nity could negotiate. 
nois Negro was tried for witchcraft, found guilty, and 
shot. As for those high flown phrases sanctifying the 
freedom of the press, they made queer reading later on 
when an Illinois mob murdered an editor for showing 
up slavery. Indeed, there were enslaved Negroes in 
Hiinois, and had been ever since Renault arrived with 
500 blacks from San Domingo. | 

Even as late as 1750 there were red slaves also. 

After the revolution Virginia 


Red and Black gracefully handed over Illinois 
Slaves in Illinois. to the federal government, and 


it became a part of the Northwest territory under that 
“great American charter,” the Ordinance of 1787. Al- 
though there was to be “ neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude in the said territory, otherwise than in the pun- 
ishment of crimes,” the Kaskaskians and their neighbors 
were vouchsafed the right to “ retain their possessions,” 
and among those possessions were slaves. Moreover, 
the ordinance expressly restricted the right of suffrage 
to “free inhabitants.” Thus it tacitly confessed that 
some were by no means free. By stretching a point this 
could be made to seem like sanctioning slavery. Just 
what did the ordinance intend? 

Out and out abolition, several slaveholders assumed,

ween the slave and his owner, specifying the time which 
the slave was compelled to serve the master.” Inden- 
tured males might serve until the age of 30, indentured 
females until the age of 28. Laziness was punishable

for each day idle. If he ran away two days were added 
for each truant day, and sundry more to offset the ex- 
pense of catching him. : 

A devilish law, on the face of it, it was enforced—if

tesque. The territory's first governor, Ninian Edwards, 
registered his services for periods far exceeding the le- 
gal limit—Rose for thirty-five years, Jesse for thirty-five, 
Maria for forty-five. An indenture recorded in Madison 
county begins: “ Jack Bonaparte doth hereby agree and 
freely oblige himself to serve Joshua Vaughan. his heirs 
and assigns, ninety years as a good and faithful servant.” 
Benjamin Keykendall bequeathed to Polly Gatten his 
Negro boy, David, “ to have and to hold as her own prop- 
erty from this time forth and forever.” 

Well, why not? | Frequently Negroes were indentured 
for ninety-nine years, and the courts held that Negroes 
were property. Masters paid a tax of $1 on each serv- 
ant. You could buy, a servant's time—price, $190 a year. 
You could borrow money on him. You could sell him 


outright.

ILLINOIS, THE “BINDER” STATE. 

Of deliberate purpose the upper boundary of Illinois 
was established further north than Boston, while the 
lower was further south than Richmond. In at the north 
came immigrants from New England. Through the south- 
ern gateway came people from Virginia. Here they 
mingled, and it was hoped that together they might work 
out without war a-settlement of the great slavery question. 

To be sure, the law provided that its victims must 
freely consent to indenture. It was not slavery—O no! 
It was not involuntary servitude; it was “ voluntary.” 
But, by coaxing some, threatening others, and bam- 
boozling the rest, the whites imposed on the blacks. 
Ninian Edwards’ Maria was 14 when she signed away 
forty-five year: of her life. 

Nor was indentured labor by any means confined to 
the river towns of southern Illinois. It spread as far 
north as Sanvamon county. And when in 1817 
Illinois demand. statehood slavery became a political 
issue. Delegates arsembled to frame a constitution. The 
so-called comprowusists triumphed; in Article VI behold

their handiwork: | 

“ Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude shall here- 
after be introduced into this state, otherwise than for 
the punishment of crimes whereof the party has been 
duly convicted. Nor shall any male person arrived at 
the age of 21 years, or any female person arrived at the 
age of 18 years, be held to serve any person as a servant 
under any indenture hereafter made, unless such person 
shall enter into such indenture while in a state of per- 
fect freedom and on condition of a bona fide considera- 
tion received or to be received for their service. Nor 
shall any indenture of any Negro or mulatto hereafter 
made and executed out of this state, or if made in this 
state, where the terms of service exceeds one year, be 
of the least validity, except those given fh case of 
apprenticeship.” 

The constitution then goes on to provide that all in- 
dentures made before 1818 were to remain valid, and the 
victims must serve out their whole time. As a slight 
offset, their boys were to become free at 21 years, their 
girls at 18. 

In so far as it concerned the Negro. it was a sean- 

delous constitution, confirming, or mainly confirming, 
the .Black Code then in force. The one year arrange- 
ment merely involved an annual coaxing, an annual 
threat, or an annual humbug. 
«But even this failed to satisfy the slave'xIiers. In 
the second gubernatorial campaign two violently pro- 
slavery candidates—-three, some authoritiis «assert— 
took the field against that superb emancipa!'«nist, Ed- 
ward Coles. 

The son of a planter and revolutionary colon), Coles 


Coles Illinois’ was a Virginian, bern in 1786 


and educated at pden-Sid- 
First Abolitionist. ney and the College of William 


and Mary. After six years as private secretary to Presi- 
dent Madison, he went to Russia as President Monroe’s 
special ambassador. In 1815 he first visited the North- 
west territory. 

Soon after his return to Virginia he loaded his slaves 
into covered wagons, took them to Brownsvil«, l’a., and 
put them aboard Ohio river flatboats heack.! for St. 
Louis. From St. Louis they were to go to Esivardsville, 
ili. On the way down river he told them they were 
free, and that when they reached Edwardsvil!e he would 
give each family 160 acres of land. He kept his word. 

At Edwardsville he became register of the land office, 
and in 1822 he ran for governor. With tht opposition 
divided against itself, he won, though by 4 s™uall plu- 
rality. In his inaugural address he asked for tbe repeal 
of the Black laws and for legislation to stop tue }|idnap- 
ing of free Negroes. _ 

The senate committee to consider these recommen ta- 
tions reported that there was “no other source of rout 
edying the evils than by calling a convention tu “ticr 
the constitution.” As they well knew, the couse ntion, 
once called, would alter the constitution in such fashion 
as to make Illinois uncompromisingly a slave state. But 
a convention could not be called without the consent of 
the people. The question before the lesisiature, then, 
was whether or not to ask the people to act. Jn the 
house of representatives the conventionists failed by 
one vote. Thereupon the house expelled an anti-con- 
ventiomist, put a conventionist in his place, and passed 
the bill. . 

This high handed prank struck the people of Illinois as 
insufferable. So did the conventionists’ behavior in gen- 
eral—the uproarious street parades, the outpouring of 
stimulants in “ convention groceries,” the hooting and 
fisticuffs, and finally the capers that ended in setting — 
fire to the state house at Vandalia and burning the gov- 
ernor in effigy. 

Except for their hoodlum tactics the conventionists 
might have won, as the great bulk of the voters wanted 
siavery—some for its own sake, some because slavery 
in Winois would help to perpetuate slavery elsewhere, 
and many because it would bring settlers into the state. 
Virginians, Kentuckians, and Tennessevans, crossing 
Illinois on their way to Missouri, kent saving—whether

slavery seemed a dead issue. 


_ Then, one morning in July, 1836, a printing press belong- 


ing to an alleged abolitionist newspaper was trundled 
ashore from a Mississippi river steamboat at Alton, and 
the slavery question blazed up afresh. Elijah Parish 
Lovejoy, editor of the Observer, whose owners owned the 
press, had come to Alton from St. Louis to re-establish 
the Observer in Illinois. 

Lovejoy, then 34 years old, hailed from Maine. After 
graduation at Waterville college he went west to teach 
school at St. Louis and while there assumed the editor- 
ship of a Whig newspaper. Returning east he took a 
course in theology at Princeton seminary, but, instead 
of shepherding a flock, he preferred religious journal- 
ism, so went back to St. Louis in 1833 and started the 
Observer. 

At that stage he was not an abolitionist, or, at all 
events, not technically. “Immediate, unconditional 
emancipation,” he wrote, “ would be cruel to the slave 
himself and injurious to the community at large.” 
Nevertheless, he abhorred slavery and confessed as 
much with entire frankness, and made enemies by con- 
fessing it, and when he rebuked the citizens of St. Louis 
for burning a Negro alive they were in no mood to tol- 
erate his remonstrance. 


To be sure, he avoided laying any emphasis on the 
race issue involved and confined himself to denouncing 
the substitution of mob violence for administrative jus- 
tice, but it was not long before siaveholders fell into 
the habit of raiding the Observer office by night and 
smashing the press. A woefully damaged press accom- 
panied Lovejoy to Alton when things got too hot for him 
in St. Louis. 

It is supposed that the gang that threw the press into 
the river had come from St. Louis, and most probably 
they had, for the Alton people held a meeting next day, 
lamented the outrace, azreed to raise money for a new 
press, and passed resolutions which, while denouncing 


abolitionism in perfervid terms, upheld the inviolability 


of life and property. 

In his speech at the meeting Lovejoy declared that al- 
though he detested slavery and believed it every man's 
duty to “ raise his voice against it and by all proper and 
lawful means to endeavor to effect its peaceful removal,” 
he was not an abolitionist, nor was the Observer an 
abolitionist organ. 4 |

Not content with that, a gang of them followed Love- 
joy to St. Charles, Mo., when he went there for a visit, 
and he narrowly escaped lynching. Later on a mob 
broke the windows of his house in Upper Alton. It was 
then that a volunteer bodyguard began to take turns at 
sleeping in the Lovejoy residence, armed to the teeth. 

Alton was now divided into two hostile camps. One 
faction held that Lovejoy and his belongings must be 
protected at all hazards. The other argued that, instead 
of sticking it out and precipitating a tabloid civil war, 
ii was Lovejoy’s sphere to throw up his job and leave— 
a thing he told them he would do gayly enough at his 
subscribers’ invitation, but not at the bidding of a mob. 

On the 5th of November, 1837, the pot seemed destined 
to boil over, as another of Lovejoy’s many new printing 
presses was aboard the Missouri Fulton on its way up

Alton had then only about 2,500 inhabitants, with a 
a Pro-Slavery Riot. mitted a volunteer citizens” 
guard to be recruited and drilled.

That night a 
squad specially detailed sat up waiting for the Missouri 
Fulton. It arrived in the small] hours. Roustabouts put 
the press ashore. The squad of volunteers saw it placed 
in Godfrey, Gilman & Co.'s store. Nobody interfered. 
But next day it got talked around that the press would be 
demolished the following night, so, when evening came, 
the citizens’ guard took measures to defend the store. 

it was a stone building, three stories high, with a 
shingled roof. One end of it faced Second street, the 


with sticks, stones, and pistols, 
they began with talk, asking 
the citizens’ guard to capitulate 
and hand over the press. Mr. 
Gilman made a speech from a 
top window, urging the mob to go home and saying the 
press would on no account be handed over. Thus far 
there had been no violence. 

The mob then went to see what might be accomplished 
at the other end of the building. As talk had gained 
nothing, they tried stones. There was a jingle of broken 
glass. But now some one espied the lumber pile and 
a long, heavy beam was laid hold of to serve as a bat- 
tering ram and smash in the door. Seeing this, the de- 
fenders prepared to shoot from the windows. 

The gang outside anticipated them. The defenders 
Bullet Kills the ducked. A string of-men carry- 

. ing the long, heavy beam as- 
Dauntless Lovejoy. gauited the door. The men 
within opened fire. A young carpenter who had come 
to Alton only a few days before and was helping to wield 
the improvised battering ram fell mortally wounded. 

At that the mob edged away, but, instead of turning 
homeward, repaired to neighboring saioons, where drink 
se emboldened them that they wanted to “kill every 
damned abolitionist.” They went back reinforced, not 
only in spirit, but in numbers. : 

By that time a great clamor of church bells had got 
out the whole town. The mayor, after reasoning with 
the mob, went in and reasoned with Lovejoy and his 
men. They were obdurate. He came out and told the 
mob. Thereupon the besiegers shouted: “* Set fire to 
the building!” and got a ladder and raised it against the 
éast wall. Out rushed Lovejoy and four guards and 
fired on the crowd around the ladder, scaring them off. 

The Lovejoy party went indoors to rcload their rifles. 
When they showed themselves again a bullet from be- 
hind the lumber pile hit Mr. Weller, wounding him 
slightly. Anotier hit Lovejoy, who ran into the build- 
ing, cried “ I'm shot!” and fell. A moment more and he 
was dead. | 

In the meantime the roof had been set ablaze. As 
there was now no particular object in holding out, 
Harned told the mob that if they would let him and his 
men get safely away he would give up the press.

After putting out the fire the mob raided the store, 
seized the press, damaged it all they could, and threw 
it into the Mississippi. Twenty-one years later W. R. 
Mead fished it: out. It enjoyed a subsequent career in 
the service of two or three lowa newspapers. During 
the World’s Fair it was exhibited at Libby prison in Chi- 
cago. 

Hioots and vile epithets greeted the little company of 
Lovejoy’s friends who carried his body from the ware- 
house to his home, and the only burial service permitted 
was a prayer by his father-in-law. Although eastern 
newspapers flamed with indignation, Illinois appeared to 
look upon the trasedy at Alton with what might well 
have passed for indifference. A few Illinois editors—a 
very few—rebuked the mob. A handful of Chicagoans 
got together and bewailed—not the outburst of pro 
slavery violence, but the aSsault on the freedom of the 
press.

| Douglas debates, or the glorious 
c part Illinois was to play in the war that kept the Union 
whole. Dramatic, thrilling, portentous, threugh the epi- 
sodes marking the anti-slavery movement appear to us 
now, the [linvisian of 1837 and the two decades preced- 
ing were not supremely concerned about the Negro. Bond 
or free, there were comparatively few Negro sg in Illinois. 
No ove visiting [llinois during those early vears of 
statehood would have heard that a colossal race drama 
was going on there. Other developments seemed very 
much more noteworthy. 


For one thing, Kaskaskia had ceased to be the cap- 


ftal. It has since ceased to be anything, thanks to the 


ever encroaching and all engulfing Mississippi, but the 
first state Jegislature ordered a town laid out and a tem- 
porary capitol erected at Vandalia and removed thither, 
bag and baggage, Gov. Shadrach Bond and Lieut. Gov. 
Pierre Minard, senators, representatives, and all. 

itis true that the slavery question bobbed up sensa- 
tionally under Bond's successor, Gov. Coles, but when 
Ninian Edwards succeeded Coles—ye gods and little 
fishes, what a distraction! Fancy a governor of Illinois 
arraying himself for his inaugural in a gold laced cloak 
and wearing a saber. Fancy his sporting a Negro driver. 
Fancy his going about in knee breeches, grand opera 
boots, and a broadcloth coat in 1824 when Vandalia was 
an exceedingly one horse village not up to the standard 
of a modern tank town. 


Moreover, national politics began to interest Illinois. 
In the election of 1824 Jackson, Adams, and Crawford 
ran for president, but none of the three received votes 
enough and it became necessary for the national house 
of representatives to choose the national chief magis- 
trate. Illinois wanted Jackson. But Daniel P. Cook, con- 
gressman from Illinois, helped to elect Adams. For this 
the Illinoisians took it out on Cook by cutting saort his 
congressional carecr at the next opportunity.

What resulted? By 1842 Illinois staggered under a debt 
of nearly $14,000,600. Paper towns, paper canals, paper 
railroads had done their work, and only the skill and 
energy and superb conscience of Gov. Thomas Ford 
saved the state from the shame of repudiating its obli- 


gations. 


Nevertheless, the Negro question was asserting itself 
in an underground manner via the Underground rail 
road. When indentured labor was in its glory there 
were scoundrels who would kidnap a Negro as soon as 
his term of service neared completion and spirit him 
away south and sell him into lifelong bondage; now 
slaves from the south were being helped to get north 
aitd on into Canada. 


It soon appeared, however, that the slavery question,

Meanwhile the Negro question in national politics was 
becoming more and more interesting—one may almost 
say vital—to Illinois. Four Illinois congressmen, in- 
cluding Stephen A. Douglas, voted against the Wilmot 
proviso. All the other congressmen voting against it 
were from slave states. Had it passed, the proviso 
would have required that in the territory about to be 
taken over from Mexico there should be * neither slavery

nor involuntary servitude, 
exc~pt for crime.” Despite 
the action of the Illinois 
congressmen, the proviso 
passed the house, but only 
to die in the senate. ee 
It was now evident that 
the labors of the abolition- 
ists had borne fruit abun.- 
antly in Hlinois. The people 
denounced their congr<ss- 
men: After three years the 
problem of how to treat Ne- 
groes in the territory ac- 
quired from Mexico came up 
again, and this time the Illi- | 
nois legislature instructed the state's congressmen and 
senators to support the neither-slavery-nor-involuntary- 
servitude clause. In 1850 the Chicagoans held a mass- 
meeting at which they told Doug)as to suppert the neither- 
slavery-nor-involuntars servitude clause or resign. He 
voted for it, but only after he had thrown the whole 
weight of his influence against it and after he was sure 
that it would fail. 
He further scandalized Chicago by introducing his out- 
P . rageous Kansas-Nebraska bill in 
Chicago Holds Anti 1854. He was then a senator. His 
Douglas Meetings. provided that each terri- 


tory should itself decide for or against slavery and wheth- 
er to enter the Union as a free state or as a slave state. 
“ Popular sovereignty ” he called it. His enemies called 
it pro-slavery and a bid for southern votes at such time as 
it might please Senator Douglas to run‘tor president. _\, 


A second anti-Dougias meeting in Chicage—larger than 
the first and hotter and to a great extent made up of his 
one time supporters—resolved: “® That the passage of 
the bill will destroy the harmony which now exists be- 
tween the north and the south, create sectional disturb 
ances, and perpetuate agitation of questions which have 
heretofore been regarded as settled.” 

The bill passed. Chicazo seethed with indignation 
against the senator. “ He has betrayed us,” declared a 
Chicago newspaper. “ He has injured us in our reputa- 
tion, our honor, and our pecuniary interest.” 

Douglas came on. It was then that Chicago received 
him with flags at half-mast and the mournful tolling of 
church bells. When he showed himself on a eben

ket hall and attempted to address a huge concourse of 
people there, they hooted him. 

But Douglas had friends as well as enemies in Illinois. 
Moreover, there was hope of convincing his enemies, or 
a good share of them, and accordingly he began touring 
the state and defending the Kansas-Nebraska bil! every- 
where. All summer and well into the fall this lasted. On 
Oct. 3 he talked to the farmers at a state agricultural 
fair in Springfield. Abraham I.incoln addressed them 
the day following and made hash of the senator's argu- 
ments. The thing happened again at Peoria, whereupon

‘Dernatorial administration of 
Joseph Duncan, during which 
the mania for public improve- 
ment raged unchecked and 
eclipsed all other interests. 
Ilinois teemed with paper 
towns, paper canals, paper rail- 
roads, backed by an appropria- 
tion—on paper—of more than 
$10,000,000 in a single year.

Later—May 29, 1857, to be 
precise— Whigs. Republicans, Democrats, Free Demo- 
crats and Abolitionists beld a love feast at Springfield and 
declared: ~ We are devoted to the Union and will to the 
last extremity defend it.” Aithough the name Republican 
was not yet formally adopied, this was nevertheless a Re- 
publican state convention, the first ever held in Illinois. 
The new party swept the state. On the 16th of June, 
1898, a Republican convention at Springfield resolved 
amid tumultuous ¢ nthusiasm: “ That Abraham Lincoln 


‘ig our first and only choice for United States senator to 


fill the vacancy about to be created by the expiration of 
Mr. Douglas’ term.” 

Mr. Douglas’ choice—his first and only, it may be 

was. t up by 
Douglas to Debate. the Democrats to succeed him- 
self, he showed no little pluck by launching his campaign 
in Chicago. As at Springfield and Peoria, Lincoin re- 
plied. Not only that, he challenged Douclas to stump 
the siate with him and debate from the same platforms. 

Then began the tamous devates. 
itinerary included Ottawa, Freeport, Jon sboro, Charies- 
ton, Galesburg, Quincy, and Aiton. The entire country 
jooked on with curious aiieution, and the newspapers of 
the day abound in highly piciuresque reports. Witness 
this by a correspondent of the New York Post: 

“It is astonishing how deep an interest in politics 
this people take. Over long, Weary miles of hot and’ 
dusty prairie the processions of eager partisans come— 
on foot, on horseback, in wagons diawn by horses or 
mules; men, women, and children, old and younz; the 
half sick, just out of their last ‘shake’; children in 
aris, infants at (ae maternal fount, pushing on in clouds 
of dust and beneath the blazing sun; settling down at 
the town where the meeting is, with hardly a chance 
for sitting and even less opportunity for cating, waiting 
jn anxious groups tor hours at the places of speaking— 
talking, discussing, litigious, vociferous—while the war 
artillery. the music of the bands, the waving of banners, 
the huzzahs of the crowds as delegation after delegation 
appears, the cry of i 
the peddlers vending 
all sorts of wares 
from the infallible 
cure for ‘agur’' to a 
monster watermelon 
in slices to suit pur- 
chasers—combine to 
render the occasion 
one scene of confu- 
sion and commotion. 

“The hour of 1 
arrives and a perfect 
rush is made for the 
grounds; a column of 
dust rising to the 
heavens and fairly 
deluging those who 
are hurrying on 
through it. Then the 
speakers come with 
flags and banners 
and music. surround- 
ed by cheering par- 
tisans. Their arri- 
val at the grounds 
and infmediate ap- 
proach to the stand 
is the signl tr 
shouts that rend the |... a 
heavens. They are 
introduced to tix uudience amid enthusiastic cheers; 
they are interrupted by frequent applause, and they sit 
down finally amid the same uproarious demonstration. 

“The audicnc¢ sit or stand patientiy throushout, and, 
as the last word is spoken, make a break for their homes, 
first hunting up lost members of thir families, getting 
their scattered wavonloads together, and, as the day- 
light fades away, entering again upon the broad prairies 
and slowly picking their way back to the place of be- 
ginning.” 

Quite apart from the issues at stake, there was the 
interest in the clash of personalities. It would have 
been impossible to find two men anywhere more utterly 
different than Lincoln and Douglas. Said Lincoln: 

“Senator Douclas is oi worid-wi-le renown. All! the 

: anxious politicians of his party, 
Lincoln Faces the or who have been of his party 
Little Giant. for years past, have becn look- 
ing upon him as certainly, at no distant date, to be the 
president of the United States. They have seen in his 
round, jolly, fruitful face, postoffices, land offices, mar- 
shalships, chargeships, and foreign missions, bursting 
and sprouting out in wonderful exuberance, ready to be 
laid hold of by their greedy hands. 

“On the contrary, nobody has ever expected me to be 
president. In my poor, lean, lank face nobody has ever 
seen that any cabbages were sprouting out. These are 
disadvantages, all taken together, that the Republicans 
labor under. We have to fight the battle upon principle, 
and upon principle alone.” 

There was a fascination, moreover, in the general 
geod temper pervading the bouts between “ Long Abe” 
and the “Little Giant.”

At such times Linclon was too diséern- 
ing as well as too politic to take stage thunder at all 
seriously. Speaking at Havana he said: 

“I am informed that my distinguished friend yester-

Did anybody here 
witness that warlike proceeding? (Laughter and cries of

yes.) Well, I merely desire to say that I shall fight 
neither Judge Douglas nor his second. (Great laughter.) 
I shall not do this for two reasons, which I will now 
explain. 

“In the first place, a fight would prove nothing which 
is at issue in this contest. It might establish that Judge 


Douglas is ‘a more muscular man than myself, or it 
might demonstrate that | am a more muscular man than 
Judge Douglas. But this question is not reierred to in 
the Cincinnati platform or in either of the Springfield 
platforms. (Great laughter.) Neither result would prove 
him right or me wrong. And so of the gentlenian who 
volunteered to do his fighting for him. If my fighting 
Judge Douglas would not prove anything it would cer- 
tainly prove nothing for me to fight his bottle holder.

: believe he wants it himself. 
Wins the P eople. (Laughter.) He and I are about 


the best friends in the world, and when we get together 
he would no more think of fighting me than of fighting his 
wife. Therefore, ladies and gentlemen, when the judge 
talked about fighting, he was not giving vent to any ill 
feeling of his own, but merely trying to excite—well, en- 
thusiasm against me on the part of his audience. And as 
I find he was tolerably successful, we will call it quits.” 
(Cheers and lauzhter.) 

He took very much this same humorous, indulgent 
view of Judge Douglas’ attaeks upon him all along and 
said at Ottawa: “ When a man hears himscif somewhat 
misrepresented it provokes him—at least I find it so with 
myself; but when wisrepreseatation becomes very gross 
and palpable, it is more apt to amuse him.” 

The Little Giant's favorite game was misrepresenting 
Lincoln's attitude toward slavery. In the course of his 
speech at the Springfield convention, Lincoln had de- 
clared: “A house divided against itself cannot stand, 
i believe this government cannoi endure permanently 
half slave and half free. .I do not expect fhe Union to 
be dissolved—I do not expect the house to falli—but I 
do expect it will cease to be divided. It will become all 
one thing or all the other.” This was nuts to Douglas. 
He read into it all manner of monstrous ideas. And he 
assailed Lincoln's anti-slavery principles by grotesquely 
restating them in an exaggerated as well as a distorted 
form. It was Lincoln’§ duty, then, to state them not 
only in such a way that they could be understood, but 

: in such a way that 
they could not be 
misunderstood. 

At Ottawa he said: 
“I have no purpose, 
directly or indirectly, 
to interfere with the 
institution of slavery 
in the states where 
it exists. I believe 
I have no lawful right 
to do so, and I have 
no inclination to do 
80. 

“TI have no pur- 
pose to introduce 
political and social 
equality between the 
white and black 
races. There is a 
physical difference 
between the two 
which, in my judg- 
ment, will probably 
forever forbid their 
living together upon 
the footing of per- 
fect equality; and 
inasmuch as it be- 
comes a_ necessity 
that there must be 
a difference, I, as well as Judge Douglas, am in favor of 
the race to which I belong having the superior position. 

“Tf have never said anything to the contrary, but I 
hold that, notwithstanding all this, there is no reason in 
the world why the Negro is not entitle! to all the nat- 
ural rights enumerated in the Declaration of Independ- 
ence—the righi to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. “I hold that he is as much entitled to these as any 

° white man. I agree with Judge 
Lincoln on the Douglas he is not my equal in 
Negro’s Position. many respects—certainly not 
in color, perhaps not in moral or intellectual endowment. 
But in the right to eat the bread, without the leave of 
anybody elise, which his own hand earns, he is my equal, 
and the equal of Judge Douglas and the equal of every 
living man.” 

At Charleston he said: “I am not in favor of making 
voters or jurors of Nerroes, nor of qualifying them to 
hold office, nor to intermarry with white people. . . . 
I do not understand that because I do not want a Negro 
woman for a slave | must necessarily want her for a 
wife. My understanding is that I can just let her alone. 
. ¢ . I have never had the least apprehension that I 
or my friends would marry Negroes if there was no law 
to keep them from it; but as Judge Douglas and his 
friends seem to be in great apprehension that they 
might, I give him the mest. solemn pledge that I will, to 
the very last, stand by the law of this state, which for- 
bids the marrying of white people with Negroes.” 

How one would have loved to hear, instead of merely 
reading, these tremendous speeches. They were ve- 
hemently delivered. Horace Herndon, who heard and 
saw Lincoln in those glowing days, wrote of “the tall, 
angular form with the long, angular arms, at times bent 
nearly double with excitement like a large flail animat- 
ing two smaller ones, the mobile face wet with perspira-

The following May 
a picturesque character broke in upon the ccicmonies 
of a Republican state convention at Decatur, carrying 
upright a weather beaten fence rail. A ncighbor of his 
carried another. A banner explained that the fence 
rails belonged to a lot of 3,000 which Lincoln had helped 
to split when a boy. The convention went wild with 
enthusiasm, naming Lincoln as its choice for president 
by unanimous vote. 

Thanks to the inspired machinations of Norman A. 
Judd, the Republican national convention met in Chi- 
cago. Chicago wanted Lincoln, and displayed his em- 


blems everywhere, and furnished Lincoln bands, Lin- 


coln parades, Lincoln soapbox orators, and all Repub- 
lican Illinois supported Chicago. When 2,060 Seward 
men came whoopine in from New York state the minor 
towns of Iilinvis recruited overwhelming thousands to 
storm Chicago and “ march, shout, or fight.” And the 
sacred fence rails were there. Adorned with flowers, 
they stood in the hcte! drawing rcom at the Illinois head- 
quarters. Candles burned beside them. | 


On the third day came the balloting in the enormous 
wigwam. Judd filaced Lincoln's name in nomination. 
No sooner was the motion seconded than there went up 
a yell surpassing anything ever beard before in a polit- 
ical convention. A visitor described it as “a concen- 
trated shriek that was positively awful.” 

The first ballot indicated a Seward 
victory. The second showed Lincoln 
gaining. The third came within a vote 
and a half of giving Lincoln the nomina- 
tion. “A profound stillness suddenly 
fell upon the wigwam,” says the account 
in “Abraham Lincoln: A History,” by 
Nikolay and Hay. “The men ceased 
to talk and the women to flutter. their 
fans; one could distinctly hear the 
scratching of pencils and the ticking of 
telegraph instruments on the reporters’ 
tables. While every one was 
leaning forward in intense expectancy, 
David K. Cartter sprang upon his chair 
and reported a chance of four Ohio votes 
from Chase to Lincoln. 

“There was a moment’s pause—a tel- 
ler waved his tally sheet toward the 
skylight—and then the boom of a can- 
non on the roof announced the nomina- 
tion to the crowds in the streets, where 
shouts and salutes took up and spread

At Galena a stocky little crisp bearded Republican, 
whose parents had named him Hiram Ulysses, but who 
chose to call himself Ulysses Simpson, offered to serve 
in whatever capacity the government might direct. He 


was eventually to serve as President Ulysses S. Grant, —

Chicago went mad with joy. 
The pandemonium of guns, bells, 
and steam waistics lasted twenty- 
four hours. That night 40,000 visi- 
tors returning from Chicago saw 
the clonds over Illinois reddened 
by countless bonfires. 


Lincoln had not attended the 
convention. In doubt whether 
he was “enough of a candidate to 
stay away or toe much of one to 
go,” he had puzzled the thing out 
and determined to remain in 
Springfield. When the news of 
his nomination reached him ‘he 
was playing ball. “There's a lit- | 
tle woman down on Ejizhth street 
that would like to hear of this,” 
he said after reading the dispatch. 
“Tll go down and tell her.” 


Then began the uproarious Lin- 
coln-Douglas campaign. For the 
first time America saw torchlight 
parades by clubs of enthusiasts in 
unviform. The country blazed with 
excitement. But the result wasa_. 
foregone conclusion. With the 


-

two years when war broke out and that on his return 
from the round the world tour he becamé a resident of 
New York City. 


In so far as it related to political affairs in Illinois, 
history seems to have made a pretty consistent business 
of spoiling thrills ever since the war. Nothing much has 
happened—or at any rate nothing much in the way of 
the picturesque and sensational—unless you include in 
the story of Illinois politics the tremendous national 
conventions at Chicago, where Republicans nominated 
Garfield, Blaine, Harrison, Taft, and Hughes, and where 
Democrats nominated McClellan, Cleveland, and Bryan. 
Picturesque these assemblages were, and at times sen- 
sational. What more so than the “Cross of Gold” 
speech in 1896 and the Roosevelt “ bolt” in 1912? But 
there were no more Illinois heroes put up for the pres- 
idency after Lincoln and Grant. And the conventions 
were not in any distinctive sense Illinois events. They 
were national events. 


It is true that in 1870 Illinois adopted a new constitu- 


pg tion, the one still in force. It is 
Illinois Adopts a likewise true that it was some- 


New Constitution. thing of an astonisher at the time 
of its adoption. The last executive under its predecessor, 
the antiquated and to a large extent disregarded constitu- 
tion of 1848, declared that “The history of American states 
presented no example of a vovernment more defective 
than that of Illinois.” Now came sweeping changes, dras- 
tic, all but revolutionary, modernizing the state govern- 
ment overnight. Yet it takes imagination bordering on 
genius. to derive thrills from a perusal of the constitution | 
of 1870 today,or to derive thrills from acontemplation of 
subsequent political affairs in Illinois. Too bad! With a 
pardonable liking for the dramatic, historians enjoy see- 
ing their narratives work up to a climax. This doesn’t. 
As if with the deliberate purpose of tormenting histo- 
rians, it tails off. 


Midway between the conservative east and the rad- 
ical west, post-bellum Illinois has followed its safe and 
sane path in a kind of political jog trot. Only a few. 
spasms, a very few, have enlivened the reign of com- 
fortable, sensible, Republican uneventfalness. There 
was the Cleveland uproar in’ 1884, and during Cleve- 
land's administration a clash between the president of 
the United States and the governor of Illinois over the 
sending of federal troops to protect the mail trains and 
quell riots. There was the Yerkes uproar, involving the 
question as to who owned Illinois—Yerkces or the people. 
There was the “ votes for women” uproar, leading to a 
modified acceptance of woman suffrace. There was the 
Iorimer uproar and only the cther day an uproar over 
loyalty in wartime—or rather disloyalty in wartime. And 
all along runs the story of humanitarianism in nolitics— 
the movement that promoted municipal 
playgrounds for instance, and the Chi- 
cago municipal pier. Then, too, there 
was the long drawn fizht against trusts. 
But where does the thrill come in? 
Where are the rousing good yarns? 
Seen in their.due proportions, these epi- 
sodes become exceptions that prove the 
rule, the rule being that nothing down- 
richt dramatic could happen in Illinois. 

Illinois looks back to the events of 
Lincoln’s time as marking the very peak 
and summit of her political history, and 
they might well mark the very peak and 
summit of anv commonwealth anywhere 
on earth. Moreover, there hangs about 
them a glory of infinite pathos. Who 
in Illinois can read without a great stir- 
ring of the emotions the words Lincoln 
addressed to his neighbors in Spring- 
fie!d before setting out for the national 


capital? 
“My friends.” he said, “no one not 
wm in my rosition can appreciate the 


sadness I feel at this parting. 
To this people I owe alt. that I 
am. Here I have lived more than 
a quarter of a century. ' 
know not soon 
duty devolves upon me which is 
perhaps greater than that which 
has~cested upon any other man 
since the davs of Washincton. 
He would never have succeeded 
except for the aid of Divine Provi- 
dence. On the same Almichty 
Being I place my reliance for 
sureort, and t hore you, my 
friends, will pray that I may re 
ceive that divine assistance 
without which I cannot succeed 
but with which success is certain. 
Again I bid you an affectionate 
farewell.” 

Here was Illinois’s supreme gift 
to the nation. And when Lincoln's: 
body was laid to rest in Oak Ridge 
cemetery at Springfield there were 
those who revived in Illinois’ be- 
half the sobricuet bestowed unon 
her by abolitionists at the time 
of Lovejoy’s death—the Martyr 
State.
